Problems  of  rural  youth  in  a changing  environment  will  be  the  theme  of  a 
national  conference,  September  22-25,  at  Oklahoma  State  University. 

The  major  purposes  are: 

1.  To  bring  into  national  focus  the  complex  problems  of  young  people  who 
see  themselves  displaced  by  the  changing  economy  in  rural  areas;  who 
drop  out  of  school  and  join  the  swelling  ranks  of  the  untrained,  unemployed, 
insecure  youth. 

2.  To  define  the  nature  and  dimensions  of  the  problem  at  the  grass  roots 
level  of  communities  in  the  rural  areas;  and  bring  together  facts  and 
statistics  regarding  rate  of  school  dropouts,  juvenile  delinquency, 
unemployment,  etc.  , not  now  available. 

This  conference  should  have  a most  important  impact  on  4-H  Club  work  of 
the  future.  We  hope  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service  will  have  many  active 
participants  in  this  national  meeting. 

WORKSHOP  FOR  STATE  LEADERS

"YOUTH  V/ORK  - A PROFESSION" 


We  weroiimpressed  by  a talk  given  by  Dr.  Ray  R.  Ranta  at  the  December 
Kentucky  Extension  Workers  Conference.  In  this  initial  presentation  as 
State  4-H  Club  Leader,  Ray  was  outlining  his  philosophy  of  Extension  youth 
work,  using  as  a measure  the  criteria  usually  associated  with  professions. 
We  assume  he  would  share  copies  with  other  State  leaders  who  request  them. 


COMMUNITY  SERVICE  BY  4-H  MEMBERS 

For  his  doctoral  thesis,  Frank  Campbell,  State  4-H  Leader  of  Wisconsin, 
studied  the  effects  of  community  service  activities  on  4-H  Club  membership 
in  five  selected  counties  of  his  State.  He  compared  25  community  service- 
oriented  clubs  with  25  non-community  service-oriented  clubs,  and  drew  these 
conclusions:  (1)  The  community  service-oriented  clubs  are  more  likely  to 
fulfill  some  of  the  developmental  tasks  of  adolescent  young  people  than  the 
non-community  service-oriented  clubs,  4-H  members  13-16  years  of  age  have 
a greater  interest  in  group  activities  including  both  sexes  than  the  members 
10-12  years  of  age.  Younger  4-H  members  are  more  interested  in  individual 
projects,  activities,  and  achievements,  and. prefer  to  work  and  play  with  those 
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of  the  same  sex.  4-H  members  who  have  two  to  four  years  of  experience 
with  projects  and  individual  activities  are  ready  for  new  and  more  challenging 
experiences.  They  are  seeking  adult-like  tasks  in  the  form  of  decision 
making,  leadership  skills,  masculine  and  feminine  social  roles,  and 
independence  from  parents  and  other  adults.  The  community  service  oriented 
clubs  are  more  likely  to  provide  these  experiences.  (2)  That  community 
service  oriented  clubs  have  a greater  percentage  of  older  members  and  re- 
enroll a greater  percentage  of  older  members  than  the  non-community 
service  oriented  clubs.  (3)  That  the  community  service  oriented  clubs 
provide  economic,  social  and  civic  values  to  the  community  in  directing  the 
interests  of  youth  in  worthy  community  activities  in  "building  up"  rather  than 
"tearing  down"  the  community. 

The  work  of  Frank  and  other  staff  members  is  resulting  in  added  emphasis  on 
the  "Community  Builders"  as  a program  idea. 


"MEASURE  YOUR  4-H  PROGRAM" 


4-H  Leadership  Development  series  # 7 is  a script  for  the  slide  set,  "Measure 
Your  4-H  Program".  We  feel  this  is  one  of  the  very  best  set  of  slides  yet 
to  be  produced.  It  uses  cartoon  type  art  work  and  should  be  interesting  and 
understandable  for  4-H  leaders.  The  credit  line  was  inadvertently  left  off 
this  copy  of  the  script.  The  original  script  was  prepared  by  Donald  Mitchell, 
National  4-H  Fellow,  Idaho,  and  James  Kemp,  National  4-H  Fellow,  Colorado.

However,  there  is  no  objection  to  using  the  penalty  mailing 
privilege  in  mailing  the  literature,  under  the  4-pound  limit,  from  the  State 
Extension  office  to  county  agents.  County  agents  should  make  arrangements 
to  distribute  the  literature  at  meetings  or  at  their  offices.  If  it  is  necessary 
to  mail  the  literature,  postage  stamps  must  be  used.

SHARING  SOME  GOOD  IDEAS  / 

IN  USE  IN  THE  STATES  / 

Alabama  - State  4-H  Council 

When  county  4-H  Council  presidents  gathered  for  their  15th  annual  meeting 
during  National  4-H  ‘Week,  it  brought  together  the  largest  group  of  4-H*ers 
ever  to  assemble  in  Birmingham.  Mr.  J.  A.  Beaty,  Manager  of  the 
Agriculture  Department  of  the  Birmingham  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
cooperated  with  the  State  4-H  staff  in  making  arrangements. 

Arizona  - First  Annual  4-H  Citizenship  Day 

Twenty-eight  4-H'ers  and  14  adult  leaders  were  guests  of  honor  in  Phoenix 
on  Friday,  March  1.  The  objectives  of  the  4-H  Citizenship  Day  were: 
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(1)  To  grain  a better  understanding  of  State  government.  (2)  To  meet 
State  government  and  business  leaders.  (3)  To  gain  a broader  under- 
standing of  citizenship  responsibilities. 

One  boy  and  one  girl  from  each  of  the  14  counties  attended,  selected  on 
the  basis  of  their  four-fold  development  and  because  of  their  citizenship 
activities  in  the  4-H  Club  program.  Adult  leaders  participating  were 
selected  by  County  4-H  Leader  groups. 

Among  the  highlights  were  reading  of  the  Proclamation  announcing  4-PI 
Week  by  Secretary  of  State  Wesley  Bolin,  a visit  with  Governor  Fannin 
in  the  Executive  office,  and  a visit  to  the  State  Senate  where  each 
delegate  was  introduced. 

California  - Home  Furnishing  Funorama 

Alameda  County  has  developed  a new  home  furnishings  activity  designed 
to  be  both  a learning  and  a fun  experience.  Project  members  and  leaders 
were  invited  to  bring  accessories  or  flowers  from  home.  The  program 
included  showing  of  a new  film  on  color  and  a discussion  of  what  members 
felt  as  they  watched.  Then  the  members  were  divided  four  to  a group 
and  selected  a number  indicating  which  of  16  room  arrangements  they 
would  work  with  to  choose  wall  colors,  floor  covering,  window  treatment, 
sofa  or  bed  cover,  and  other  fabrics  used  in  the  room.  Each  group 
selected  accessories  from  the  large  group  brought  in.  After  the  work 
period,  an  interesting  critique  of  each  arrangement  by  a specialist  helped 
to  bring  out  principles. 

Connecticut  - Governor  Address  State  Leader  Group 

Governor  John  Dempsey  gave  the  principal  address  at  the  17th  Annual 
Statewide  4-H  Leaders  Conference  on  March  9.  The  one-day  event  for 
about  300  leaders  highlighted  the  observance  of  National  4-H  Club  Week. 
’’Seeing  the  Dimensions  of  4-Hn  was  theme  for  the  conference.  In 
addition  to  general  sessions  and  the  banquet,  leaders  had  their  choice 
of  workshops  on  career  exploration,  international  understanding,  and 
health  and  safety--areas  currently  receiving  added  emphasis  in  the 
State’s  4-H  program, 

Georgia  - First  State  for  4-H  Goodwill  Trip 

Georgia  will  be  the  first  State  to  send  an  all  4-H  Club  member  delegation 
abroad  under  the  Goodwill  People-to-People  Travel  Program.  Between 
30  and  50  Senior  4-H’ers  can  make  the  three-week  tour  covering  seven 
countries  in  eastern  and  western  Europe.  Outstanding  boys  and  girls  who 
are  leaders  in  their  communities  are  to  be  selected. 
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The  Georgia  group  will  leave  New  York  July  4 and  return  July  24.  Their 
schedule  calls  for  stays  in  England,  France,  Belgium,  Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary,  Germany  and  Holland.  "This  program  is  not  tourism," 

Dr.  Tommy  Walton  has  emphasized.  "It  will  be  an  informative, 
educational  mission  dedicated  to  improving  relations  and  understanding 
between  peoples.  " 

Kansas  - Meat  Utilization  Activity 

Club  members  enrolled  in  food-nutrition  and  livestock  projects  are 
eligible  for  a meat  utilization  activity,  which  has  the  objectives  of  helping 
them  develop  appreciation  of  value  of  meat  in  the  human  diet,  plus 
knowledge  and  skills  in  selecting,  preparing,  or  preserving  meats. 
Participants  work  at  such  activities  as  purchasing  meat  for  the  family, 
preparing  and  preserving  meats  in  a variety  of  ways,  learning  to  identify 
cuts,  being  on  a meats  judging  team,  giving  demonstrations  and  talks  on 
meats  topics. 

Louisiana  - Literature  Workshop  for  State  Specialists 

A "first"  for  Louisiana,  as  well  as  the  four  man  team  who  assisted  from 
USDA,  was  the  4-H  Literature  'Workshop  held  for  all  Extension  subject 
matter  specialists  in  the  State.  About  50  specialists  were  enthusiastic 
participants.  In  addition  to  general  sessions,  there  were  special  work- 
shops relating  to  home  economics,  animal  science,  plant  science,  and 
the  projects  related  to  engineering. 

Minne sota  - Leader  Training  in  Safety  and  Automotive  Projects 

A series  of  five  leader  and  agent  training  meetings  emphasized  developing 
awareness  of  the  need  for  safety  in  the  home,  on  the  farm  and  in  the  car. 
Training  for  the  two  project  areas  was  conducted  at  the  same  time  with 
about  one-half  of  the  total  time  in  separate  sessions. 

Mississippi  - Big  Blast  in  Leadership  Development 

For  the  last  three  years  Mississippi  has  been  planning  and  reinforcing 
a 4-H  leadership  development  program  and  much  experience  has  been 
gained  in  several  pilot  counties.  In  January  a three  week  "leadership 
development  class"  was  taught  by  Miss  Emmie  Nelson.  The  class 
consisted  of  20  students  from  16  counties  which  will  implement  leadership 
programs  this  year.  Another  class  has  been  proposed  for  1964.  In 
addition  to  the  three- week  formalized  class  work,  four  district  meetings 
of  extension  agents  were  held  outlining  the  "role  of  agents  in  leadership 
development."  The  State  4-H  staff,  rural  sociologists,  Miss  Emmie  and 
Dr.  Charles  Freeman  assisted  in  these  district  conferences. 
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Nebraska  - Conservation  and  Leadership  Camps 

Four  camps,  each  a week  long,  will  be  held  to  accommodate  the  various 
districts.  Location  is  the  State  4-H  Camp  in  the  90,000  acre  Nebraska 
National  Forest.  Many  conservation  subjects  are  to  be  explored. 
Leadership  is  taught  in  class  sessions  and  through  opportunities  to 
practice  leadership  skills  during  the  camp. 

Tennessee  - 16th  Annual  Statewide  Young  Farmers  and  Homemakers 
Leadership  Conference 

The  16th  Annual  Statewide  Young  Farmers  and  Homemakers  Leadership 
Conference  included  a new  look,  projection,  and  emphasis  on  the  young 
adult  program.  Dr.  V.  V7.  Darter,  Extension  Director,  emphasized 
that  according  to  the  I960  census,  261,372  rural  youth  in  Tennessee  are 
between  the  ages  of  20-29.  In  the  next  decade  this  age  group  will  be 
rapidly  increasing. 

Tennessee  - State  4-H  Club  Congress 

Education,  campaigns,  elections,  recreation  and  serious  citizenship 
discussions  were  blended  in  programs  of  the  16th  Tennessee  4-H  Club 
Congress.  The  event  was  held  in  Nashville  on  March  31-April  2,  More 
than  600  young  4-H‘ers,  volunteer  leaders,  and  extension  workers  from 
every  county  in  the  State  attended.  This  is  one  of  the  major  Statewide 
events  of  the  year  focused  primarily  on  citizenship  and  leadership 
development.  Governor  Frank  Clements  was  the  banquet  speaker. 

Virginia,  New  York,  Ohio  - Leadership  Forum 

Fifty-eight  local  4-H  leaders  from  these  three  States  attended  the  first 
in  the  1963  series  of  forums  conducted  at  the  National  4-H  Center  in 
early  March.  They  combined  tours  to  historic  shrines  in  the  Washington 
area  with  lectures,  discussions,  and  leadership  practice  activities. 

West  Virginia  - Fund-Raising  Policies 

An  excellent  statement  on  fund  raising,  called  a "Perennial  4-H  Poser" 
has  been  distributed  to  agents.  Nine  county  workers  cooperated  with 
C.  P.  Dorsey  in  developing  the  statement,  each  having  consulted  with 
their  co-workers  and  with  local  4-H  Club  leaders.

L,  R.  Harrill  of  North  Carolina,  Dean  of  State  4-H  Leaders,  has  announced  a 
June  30  retirement  date  after  an  outstanding  career  which  began  when  he  was 
hired  as  the  first  county  agent  in  his  State  to  work  exclusively  with  4-H.  Under 
his  leadership,  North  Carolina  has  developed  the  4-H  program  with  the  highest 
youth  enrollment  in  the  nation.

In  1949  he  went  to  Austria  to  help  that  country  set  up  a 
program  to  help  youth  in  the  art  of  better  living.  Although  he  is  leaving 
Extension,  he  has  been  elected  to  a new  and  challenging  position  as  District 
Governor  of  Rotary  - a fine  tribute  to  his  dedicated  leadership.  A special 
citation  in  the  North  Carolina  Assembly  referred  to  Mr,  Harrill  as  "one  of 
the  dynamic  forces  behind  the  growth,  advancement,  and  outstanding 
achievement  of  4-H  work  in  North  Carolina. 

Matthew  S.  Gar  side,  Field  Agent  in  4-H  Club  Programs,  Kentucky,  retired  on 
April  1.  Mr.  Garside  has  an  enviable  record  in  his  4-H  service  on  both 
county  and  State  staffs. 

Miss  Mary  Louise  Sanborn,  who  served  New  Hampshire  for  32  years  as 
Assistant  State  4-H  Club  Leader,  died  in  early  March  at  the  age  of  80.  "Sanny" 
was  truly  a pioneer  in  4-H  Club  work  and  was  dedicated  to  the  possibilities  of 
the  program  in  the  lives  of  youth  in  her  State. 

Gloria  H.  Johnson  , formerly  Assistant  State  4-H  Club  Leader  in  Idaho,  has 
yielded  to  the  call  to  serve  in  far  away  places.  She  has  accepted  an  assign- 
ment in  Viet  Nam  with  International  Voluntary  Services.  Dorothy  Hole  is  to 
fill  her  post  in  Idaho. 

Margie  Sellers  of  Texas,  one  of  last  year's  4-H  Fellows,  has  replaced  Peggy 
Wilsford  Hollingsworth,  who  recently  married  and  resigned  from  the  staff. 
Texas  has  also  appointed  Robert  L.  Hunt  to  the  position  of  Assistant  State  4-H 
Club  Leader, 

Richard  E.  Young,  Ohio,  is  newly-appointed  as  an  Associate  State  Leader  in 
4-H.  He  was  formerly  a county  staff  member  in  Ohio. 

Mrs.  Betty  A.  Gum  is  named  Acting  State  Extension  4-H  and  YMW  Program
